Examiner's Amendment

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a method for fabricating a hologram recorded medium from a 
photopolymer, wherein the method comprises the step of stacking the photopolymer on a dichroic fdter 
with the dichroic filter stacked on a first reflection type (or transmission type) hologram, the step of 
striking reconstructing illumination light of given wavelength on the first reflection type ( or transmission 
type) hologram. so that first interference fringes produced by interference of light diffracted from the first 
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reflection type (or transmission type) hologram and incident light incident on the photopolymer are 
recorded in the photopolymer and the step of replacing the first reflection type (or transmission type) 
hologram with 2i second reflection type (or transmission type) hologram and striking reconstructing 
illumination light of a given wavelength on said second reflection type (or transmission type) hologram so 
that second interference fringes produced by interference of light diffracted from said second reflection 
type (or transmission type) hologram and the incident light are recorded in the photopolymer. The 
resulting hologram comprises a set of pixels of interference gratings differing in grating surface spacing 
and inclination of the interference fringes recorded therein. The first and second reflection type (or 
transmission type) hologram are different from each other.
